the highway crosses and the state 
highway department. 
Orrtanna, about mid-way between 
Cashtown and Fairfield, has never had 
a hard-surface road, although a stone 
road was always maintained by the 
townships of Franklin, Hamiltonban 
and Highland. 
The stone road was 
always more or less chucky depending 
upon a wet or dry season, and per­ 
sons traveling the stretch have al­ 
ways encountered trouble. 
The new road is being built with 
the assistance of township 
reward 
funds, provided by the state highway 
department. 
The work is done un­ 
der the supervision of the state de­ 
partment. 
The old road is being scraped and 
crowned, and will be given several 
applications of stones, chips, with a 
top dressing of oil, before it is com­ 
pleted. 
Workmen are now engaged in th# 
stretch from Cashtown to the Orr­ 
tanna bridge, a wooden structure over 
\$arsh Creek, a distance of slightly 
more than two miles. 
Hamiltonban 
has one mile completely, except for 
the top coating of oil, and has an ad­ 
ditional mile to 
build. 
Highland 
township has not yet started its one- 
fifth of a mile strip. 
The covered wooden bridge at Orr­ 
tanna has been condemned, but the 
floor has been reinforced with props, 
so that it is safe for comparatively 
heavy traffic, but the Adams county

A large number of ministers and 
alumni of the Theological Seminary 
paid homage to the institution and 
the place which it fills in the ranks 
of the Lutheran Church of America, 
at the services held this morning in 
the assembly tent before the 
building of the seminary. 
Graduates of the institution from j*0^g. 
a far back as I860 were present at 
the banquet held Tuesday evening, 
and were in attendance when the 
ecclesiastical procession started for 
the opening of the services this morn­ 
ing. 
The subject of the seminary and 
the church, was considered, 
morn-1 
ing by the Rev. F. H. Knubel, p r e s i­ 
dent of the United Brethren Church 
of America, who spoke on the relation 
of the seminary to the church. 
He 
considered two facts, what the church 
did before the founding of the semi­ 
nary, during the 200 year period in 
which the church operated with those 
pastors who emigrated to this coun­ 
try from Europe and the fact that the 
seminary has not molded the church 
but that the church has molded the 
seminary 
Warns Against Lassitude 
The first fact that 200 years of 
church life in this country and sev­ 
enty-five years of synodical organiza­ 
tion should pass before our church 
fathers founded a seminary. Doctor 
Knubel considered an indictment and 
he warned the alumni that they should 
take care that the next century did 
not indict us for our lassitude. Con­ 
sidering the second fact he asked, 
“What does mold the church?” 
He 
offered as an answer first the trend 
of the times, then the Confessional a t­ 
titude, then the inner influence of the 
divine, expressing itself in the hearts 
cf men, all three showing the work 
of divine Providence. 
Rev. Dr. J. 
B. 
Markward, vice 
president of the Board of Home 
men 
sions spoke on the relation of the 
Seminary 
to 
Home 
Missions 
and 
Church Extension. 
He stated that 
the board depended on the seminary 
to furnish fine young men, used to 
hardship and disappointment, men 
with the patience and fortitude to go 
out and build up churches where none 
existed, men to take care of our in­

Hugh 
Paxton Bigham, 
Who 
Guarded President While 
Visiting Here Succumbs. 


Hugh Paxton Bigham, 86, native of 
Adams county, orderly sergeant to 
President Lincoln the night of No­ 
vember 18, 1863, and postmaster at 
Greenmount for 43 years, died at hi* 
home in Chambersburg this morning 
at 3:30 o’clock, after a short illness 
from pneumonia.

is passed away and with the destruc­ 
tion of the temple God declared to 
man that he is not confined to any 
locality, but is enshrined in the hearts 
Christ is our altar and we 
worship God in him.”

No m at­ 
ter what the temperature might be, 
the fall season started today when 
the sun passed the equator at 2:27, 
Eastern Standard time on its annual 
trip from the northern hemisphere to 
the southern half of the earth and in 
its wake will come the frosts of au­ 
tumn. 
At the same time it enters the 
zodiacal sign of Libra, and that event 
has been chosen by astronomers to 
denote the autumnal equinox or begin­ 
ning of autumn. 
Actually, however, the sun is not 
in the constellation of Libra in the 
sky, but in the neighboring one of 
Virgo, and th is shows the age of the 
figures of the zodiac. When they were 
first established, thousands of years 
ago, the signs and the constellations 
were tttrisame, but owing to what the 
astronomer calls precission of equi­ 
noxes, they do not remain in the same 
place in the sky. 
The motion is so 
slow that it will take about 26,060 
years for the present position of the 
constellation to be re-established.

grave at Canton, Thursday.

First 
Methodist church, where the beautiful 
service was held, and at the beautiful 
Westlawn cemetery, where the body 
was consigned to a vault, were simple 
and impressive. 
The services in the 
church 
were 
simple. 
They began with the rendi­ 
tion of an organ prelude, Beethoven’s 
Funeral March. 
A women’s quartet 
then sang “Beautiful Isle of Some­ 
where.” After prayer, reading of the 
Scripture, a mixed quartet song the 
president’s 
favorite 
hymn, 
“Lead 
Kindly Light.” 
At the conclusion of 
the address by Rev. Dr. C. E. Man­ 
chester, and prayer by Bishop Joyce, 
the hymn “Nearer My God to Thee” 
was sung by the congregation. The 
benediction wfas pronounced by Father 
Voltman, chaplain of the Twenty-ninth 
United State Infantry. 
The coffin was then borne from the 
church to the funeral car and the pro­ 
cession to the cemetery began. 
The collection of flowers was prob­ 
ably the most beautiful ever seen in 
the United States. The conservatories 
of the country had been denuded to 
supply them. 
More than a half acre 
of ground about the vault was covered 
with flowers.

The buildings destroyed included 
two banks, two hotels and thecustyma 
house. The streets are blocked with 
debris.
